The nature of the Office ; and hw appointed, 


T is an office of great antiquity, as appears by the laws 
I made in king Afrad's and Edwdrd IIId's time. Free- 
men were then ordered to diſpoſe themſelves into De- 
cennaries and Hundreds, and every ten Freeholders choſe 
an annual officer called a Conſtable, Oc. as head over 
the Decennary. In every Hundred where there was a 
feuda} Lord, or Lord of the Manor, they were ſworn 
in, and admitted to their office by the Lord, or his Steward, 
at his Court-Leet. If no Manor in the diſtrict, it was 
the duty of the Sheriff, in his torn, to ſwear and appoint 
them ; and where there was no Manor in the Hundred, 
an annual Officer was choſen by the Sheriff to preſide 
over the whole Hundred, called a High-conftable. When 
the Hundred was a Manor, the Lord executed the office 
himſelf. 4 In. p. 267, 

At this time the office of Conſtable is diſtinguiſhed only 
by the name of High and Petty Conflable, viz. High- con- 
ſtable for the Hundred; and Petty Conſtable for a Parifhz 
Precinct, &c. and are elected by the reſpective Hundreds 
or Pariſhes, and ſworn in at the Court-Leet, or at the 
Seſſions.

As. the Law formerly ſtood, the Conſtable was an- 
ſwerable for falſe Impriſonment, if he executed a War- 
rant 


rant in caſes where the Juſtice had no Juriſdiction; and, 
yet, at the ſame time, was indictable for tefuſing to 
obey; and in determining both theſe inſtances, the 
law was much too ambiguous and uncertain, conſidering 
the riſque the Conſtable; was to run. But this,abſurdity 
not only of placing the Judgment of the inferior ver the 
ſuperior, but alſo of "RE the Party for obe q ing 
and diſobeying, is by a late ſtatute removed; and now 
you are concerned only in the execution of Warrants: 
but be careful to have your Warrants properly diſcharged, 
and preſerve them with cate when they are; for the 
Defendant, or his Attorney, has a right to demand ap 
copy and peruſal of ſuch Warrant; which, if yen re- 
fuſe, an action of falſe impriſonment, if the Warrant 
be illegal, will lye againſt you; whereas, upon giving 
you ſuch a copy within ſix days after demand, and per- 
mitting the peruſal thereof, the Juſtice muſt abide the 
conſequence of his Warrant, and you are diſcharged. 
Directions for executing ſearch Warrants. e 
Great prudence is neceſſary in the execution of ſearch 
Warrants. Theſe muſt be executed between the riſing 
and ſetting of the ſun, at moſt by viſible day-light. As 
theſe Warrants often proceed from the miſtakes and 
miſapprehenſions of people, and ſometimes from worſe 
motives, they may happen to be executed in the houſes 
of the innocent, and therefore caution and tenderneſs 
ſhould always be uſed. With good nature acquaint the 
Parties upon whom the Warrant is to be executed, of 
the occaſion ; that ſuſpicion has ariſen that part of the 
Goods are lodged with them, for which reaſon you are 
obliged by your Warrant to ſearch, adviſing, them, if 
any of the things ſtolen are in their cuſtody, to produce 
them voluntarily, and give evidence againſt, the Felon ; 
for, if they deny the knowledge of them, and - ſuch. 
things ſhould on ſearch be found, or evidence afterwards. 
appear that they were in their cuſtody, the law may 
conſtrue their denial and ſecreting the Goods, into a fe- 
lonious intent, the conſequence of which may be tranſpor- 
tation for fourteen years. After ſuch admonition be. 
extremely careful in your ſearch, and that in proportion 
to the bulk or minuteneſs of the things loſt, Your War- 


rant 
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rant tells you, if you find the Things ſtolen, or any part 
of them, you are to bring them and the Parties, in whoſe 
cuſtody they were found, to anſwer before the Juſtice. 
And that no miftake may happen in aſcertaining the pro- 
perty, always take with you a Perſon able to ſwear it. 
Never break open Locks until the Parties have firſt re-

- Be extremely careful to keep in your cuſtody what - 
ever things you take upon Felons: the ſame caution is to 
be obſer ved in reſpect of ſuch ſtolen Goods as you take 
in the execution of ſearch Warrants. The law ſtrictly 
requires this of you, in order that they may be pro- 
duced in evidence upon the trial of the Priſoner: For re- 
member that the indentity of ſuch things is to be proved

When you arreſt upon. a Warrant, and the Party ar-

boroughs, ' Tythingmen, Churchwardens, Surveyors of 
the Highways, and Houſeholders, aſſeſſed to any Paro- 
chial'or Public Rate of every Pariſh, Townſhip, or Place, 
ſhall aſſemble together in the Church, or, if the place 
has no Church or Chapel, at the uſual place of public 
meetings for ſuch Pariſh, Townſhips or Place, at eleven 
in the forenoon ; and the major part of them fo aſſembled 
are to make a liſt of the names of at leaſt Ten Perſons liv- 
ing within ſuch Pariſhes, Townſhips, or Places, each of 
whom has an Eſtate in Lands, Tenements, or Heredita— 
ments, lying within ſuch Pariſh, Townſhip, or Place in 
his own, or in right of his Wife, of the value of 107. 
per annum, or a perſonal Eftate of the value of 100 L br 
occupies or rents Houſes, Lands, Tenements, or He-" 
reditaments, of the yearly value of 201.

In what Caſe the Surveyors of the Highways are to attend the

- Where there are two or more Turnpike Roads, under 
| ſeveral Acts in the ſame Pariſh, Townſhip, or Place, and
